The strategic hamlets 
scheme would not even ‘begin to work, 
either, without the parallel effort of the 
US. commander in Viet Nam, Gen. Paul 
D. Harkins, to liberate the Vietnamese 
army from its old defensive positions, ‘ 
and to fake the offensive against the 
Communists wherever possible. 

At one of the recent Hawaii meetings 
of U.S. officials with responsibilities 
bearing on the Vietnamese war, Gen. 
Harkins. said that job coul{ be done 
“within one year after the army attains 
a fully offensive footing.” 

Maybe hopes are now running too 
high. The real situation in Viet Nam 
will be tested in October and-November,
